WINDOW BROKEN 


FUTILE PURSUIT OF THE — 


THIEF 

Messrs. J. Ullmann & Co., the 
old established French firm of 
jewellers whose premises ure on 
the Chater Road side of Alexan- 
tha Building, were robbed by a 
Chinese window-breaker early this 
morning. The loss, fortunately, is 
less than the cost of the large 
sheet of plate glass! . 

At.occurred about 740 am, The 
thief used a common hammer with 
wooden handle, about nine inches 
long, and is believed to have swung 
only one blow. That it was effec- 
tive can be seen from the window. 
The glass is about half an inch 
thick and the hole made was near- 
ly three feet high. The width of 
the aperture varied to almost two 
fect in the middle. | 

POOR DISCRIMINATION 

But the robber showed poor dis- 
crimination, There are — three 
windows; the first, on the east side 
of. the entrance tothe shop and 
nearest the lane separating Ale- 
xandra Building from.the Savoy 
Notel, which was the one attack- 
ed; the second, on the other side 
of the entrance; and the third is 
a much-wider window divided into 
three sections, 

Messrs. Ullmann's employ an 
Indian watchman, who should have 
been at his post at the time.

A GET-AWAY 

Although the streets were more 
or less deserted and the thief had 
no chance of mingling with a 
crowd he. escaped from the Chin- 
. ese watchman. : 

Other watchmen from adjacent 
premises had gathered round 
Messrs, Ullmnan's in the interval 
and Chjnese detectives were soon 
on the scene, 

When Mr. Chan Lam-fal, - 
compradore, called shortly aft 
nine o'clock, the hammer wa’ 
ing where'ft fell on the pave 
close up to the wall. Two or three 
large pieces of glass had fallen 
into the showcase, together with 
the fragments, and some very 
small pieces were on the ground. 


Mr. Chan informed ‘the “China’ 


Mail" that only eight small metal 
wrist-watches had. been stolen. 
These were from a tray which had 
recesses for twenty, in four rows 
of five. The two middle rows had 
been full and the other two were 
empty. : 
TOTAL VALUE OF HAUL 

lt was here that the thief had 
made the haul, because only two 
were left’ out: of the ten. Marked 
at $24 each, the watches were 
therefore worth’ $192..

CANTON’S WARFARE 
REVIEWED 


HOW CRITICAL SITUATION WAS 
AVERTED. 


TRIUMPH EVENTUALLY 
Canton, Tuesday. 
Upon the receipt of instructions 
from President Chiang on Decem: 
ber 19, General Chan: Chi-chong, of 
the 8rd Division, assembled “on 
December 21 his entire division at 
Canton, which departed for the 
North on December 22. General 
Chan himself, aceompanied by 
Madame Chan and several body- 
yguerds, left yestarday to take the 
“President Grant” for Shanghai. 
Interviewed esterday at the 
Asia Hotel. General Chan made the 
following statement, regarding the 
recent encounter with the enemy: 
The five divisions of the 8th 
Army guarded the'line from Lu- 
fu-sheun, Kwan-tin and Chik-nai 
to Koon-yiu where mines, wires, 
branches and other obstructions 


were laid, blocking advance of the! 


enemy. 

The 8rd, 8th and 50th Divisions 
were stationed on the line from 
Lu-fu-sheun westward passing 
Leng - Lung- hu and Chinng- 
shan to Leckai, the area be- 
ing rice-fields, the view was clear 
and no obstruction of any sort was 
needed, 

Sinkok Re-Captured 

On December 9 at 6 p.m, the 
enemy began to assault Sin-kok and 
Liang-Lung-hu, the front line be- 
ing defended by the 3rd and 60th 
Divisions, Unexpectedly, at 8 
p.m., the 106 Regiment of the 50th 
Pivision could not’ maintain ita 
position and the 14th Regiment of 
the 3rd Division wag sent up to take 
its place. On the same night at 
4.30 a.m., the 105th Regiment of the 
60th Division retreated and I-im- 
medintely pushed up the 
Regiment which subsequently re- 
captured Sinkok and Yuan-tan. 

On December 10 in the carly 
morning, the enemy made over 10 
chargea: which were met by the 
l4th, 15th and 87th Reigmenta of 
rthe 8rd Division. The encounter 
was moat severe and’bloody, The 
enemy concentrated 4 entire re- 
piments for the attack. 

Heavy Casualties 

The situation being very critical, 
General Chan telephoned to the 
C.LC., Chan Chai-tong, for rein- 
forcement, Brigadier General 
Chang Sai-tak of the 61st Division 
rushed up at 8 p.m. with his forces, 
pushing forward to attack Liang 
Lung-hu, The 60th Division under 
General Choi Ting-kai also came 
upon the field. Both sides made 
attacks and counter-attacks, the 
distance between them being barely

OIL IN BORNEO 


REPORTS OF SOME IMPORTANT: 
~ EXPLORATIONS 


POWERFUL INTERESTS - 

According to reports n new con- 
cern, called tho Borneo Oil Com- 
pany, has been formed for tho ex- 
ploitation of oilfields in Dutch 
Borneo, ‘i 

With other foreign investors, and 
well-known Japanese shipping and 
trading company, the Mitsui Bus- 
son Koiaha, hold interesta in the 
new company, 

The concessions to be exploited by 
the Borneo Oi! Company are three 
in number and ‘ara. officially register- 
ed as’Koetei I and Koetel II (from 
the river of that name), and Kario- 
rang, situated north«west' of the Bay 
of Sangkoclirang, about halfway 
down the cast coast of Borneo. 

The prospects of ‘discovering oi} 
are reported to be very good, ‘and 
drilling plant and machinery will be 
shipped to Sangkoclirang early next 
year, , f 
The Java-ChinaJapon Line are, 
in this connection, considering the 
opening of a new route from Sama. 
rinda to Sangkoelirang when the 
company in question has begun ac- 
tivities. . 

Standard Oil Co, Interested 

r may be stated here that, as for 
back as 1912, the Nkely oll areas In 
the vicinity of Snankoclirang Bay 
were explored and reported upon by 
the German geologists Herr W. 
Holtz.and Herr L, Rutten, and that, 
a few years ago, (during the regime 
of Governor-General Foch) the 
Standard Oil Company of California 
was keenly interested in these same 
areas, but negotiations with the 
local Government were finally dis- 
continued owing to the nature of the 
terms and conditions stipulated by 
the latter. :

ADDRESS BY DEFENDING 
‘SOLICITOR 


DECISION RESERVED 


The Magistracy proceedings against 
Mr. Noel Instone Brewer, who is 
charged under the Perjury and Lar- 
ceny Ordinancea in connection with 
the preparation and fling of a balance 
sheet of the Instone Banking Corpora- 
tion, concluded on Tuesday afternoon; 
and Mr, A. W. G. H. Grantham re. 
served his decision. 

Prior to Mr. BE. Davidson's submis. 
sions for the defence, the Magistrate 
asked Mr. Brewer whether, having 
heard the evidence, he wished to make 
a statement, warning-him that al. 
though he was not obliged to say any- 
thing, any statement he would like to 
‘make would be taken down as evid- 
ence. Mr. Brower replied that he did 
not wish to say anything. 

In his addross for the defence, Mr. 
Davidson said that ho was not reserv- 
{ng his dofence although he was not 
calling evidence, because the defonce 
had been disclosed during the cross. 
examination of the witnesses. To cal] 
evidence would mean prolonging the 
Proceedings, ond perhapa be taken aa 
an admission that thero was a case to 


go before a jury, which ha omphati-]. 


cally denied. ° 
Duty of the Prosecution 

The defendant was charged with 
having knowIngly and wilfully made a 
statement false in a material particu: 
Isr in connection with the statutory 
report and balance sheet, the charges 
being all the same. It was part “of 
the burden of tho prosecution therafore 
to prove the state of the defendant's 
mind.. Not only must they prove that 
the statement aro untrue but they must 
prove that Mr. Brewer knew them to 
be untrue. 5 

There were two important points to 
temember, It had been very fairly 
stated by Mr. Fitzroy that the defen- 
‘dant defrauded nobody in the balanced 
‘sheet, Mr. Brewer had not made a cent 
out of it. In support of the charges, 
the principal evidence called has been 
that of Mr. 8S. H. Ross and Mr, E. L 
Agassiz, Throughout thelr evidences it 
was clear that what they were stating 
‘were matters of opinion, 

In the course of his submissions, Mr 
Davidson went 
separately, quoting a number of Home 
authorities, He said that so far os 
the evidence goes there was not tho 


faintest evidence to support the charge]. 


of perjury. Mr. Ross had stated that 
assuming. the trariaactions were 
genuine, they were correctly treated in 
the statutory report. This statement 
put on end to the charge. ~ 2 

An “Amazing Witness” ° 

It was amazing, he continued, that 
ono of the ‘witnesses against Mr. 
Brewer was an auditor, Mr. Li Tung, 
who 
balance sheets. That witness was aa 
guilty — far moro guilty — than Mr, 
Brewer if any perjary has been .com- 
mitted at all by the defendant. 

At a Inter stage Mr. Davidson sald 
there was no evidence that Mr. Brewer 
prepared the balance sheet. Mr 
Brewer was unfortunate in that all ho 
had satd at the public examination was 
now being used against him. Mr. 
Brewer waa not the book-keeper of the 
Company but its President. 

In conclusion, Mr. Davidson submit- 
ted that this was one of the cases which 
should riot be sent befora a jury and 
Mr. ‘Brewer “had a-right to be dis- 
charged in Court. *

A measure of safety 
is provided by meana to bring a listing 
vessel quickly upright, but our malin 
dopondence is on sufficlent initial stabi- 
lity, and sufficient range of stability, 
to keep the Ilst due to usual causes, 
of frequent occurrence, moderate, 10 
thnt openings are nut brought below 
the water ' line and  progredsive 
flooding and listing is not sct’ up, 
SuMicient margin of stability is necea- 
sary to allow time to take corrective 
measures in case the vessel lists from 
damage, or from flooding due to other 
causes. The vessel must retain suf- 
ficient stability to prevent sudden cap- 
aizing incase of damage, and to pre- 
vent taking a‘heavy liat that puts more 
openings under wator and hinders 
handling the boats and the putting into 
effect of measures to save’ the ship. 

“Tho Conferonce wads rot ready to 
establish standards of ‘stability, but 
did go beyond the former conference 
in recognising the importance of an 
ample margin of stability. Our naval 
architects can solve the question; they 
con design ships that ‘can be loaded 
with the cargo obtainable and that 
need not carry fixed ballast that pays 
no freight. There fz an obligation 
on our profession, independent of any 
Inw and regulation, $0 so design ships 
that it is possible for the master and 
the shore staff to lond them, even with 
unusual cargoes, and still retain suf- 
ficient margin of stability. 

“Jt is urgent that naval architects 
should find some simple form on which 
datn on stability and data on reserve 
buoyancy may be entered, Individually 
for each ship, to be furnished to the 
master and officers for their use in 
handing the vessel, | Naval architects 
must co-operate with the Govern: 
ment office that will have charge of 
buoyancy and stability regulation and 
studies, and also co-operate with 
owners and ‘shipmasters, to develop 
the best form ‘for this all-important 
information, . Such data as have been 
furnished proviously, consisting large- 
ly of prints of curves and calculations, 
have not proved effective for the pur- 
pose intended. ‘Tha’ data have been 
put aside, somotimes not even furnish- 
ed to the .vessel, as too theoretical 
for a practical seaman to use. 
Little if any use of the = in- 
formation that haa been furnish- 
ed has been mado by the. master or 
by the shoro staff in loading vessels. 

“I have no purpose to underrate the 
ability of an experienced master, and 
experienr~d stevedores,' to judge the 
loading with considerable accuracy, 
capecially when handing the same yes- 
sel time after time, and with similar 
cargo, Tho usable simple data to be 
furnished for each ship,’ some prefer 
to enll_{t ‘Loading Instructions’ rather 
than ‘Buoyancy and Stability Data,’ 
will but ‘tonfirm the pfdctical judgs 
ment when’ that judgment is correct, 
and will give the dangor’ signal when 
it is in error,

“Our naval architects . have a 
further duty on them, which 
js, to lead. and co-operate in 
the studies recommended by the 
conference; also to develop tho 
greatest  anfety, so ‘far as it 
depends on design and construction, 
that Ixy practicable for the various 
trades. This is:not only fdr our own 
use, but also in order that the informa. 
tion may bo circulated, ao that other 
countries may have our experience 
and be ready for more advanced stan- 
dards by the show that stability re- 
gulations are’ practicable and useful, 
that better sub-division can be had 
without economic disadvantage, and 
to win other countries to these views, 
which must be made accomplighed 
facts'in the future.

The strong tendency in these post- 
wor years for the overseas. traffic in 
goods to be conveyed’ by cargo-liner 
tonnage has made it increasingly dif- 
ticult to find satisfactory employment 
for ordinary tramp. tonnage, more 
especiatly as the volume of that traffic 
haz not increased commensurate with 
“the increase in the tonnage available. 
Lart year the volume of trade ropres 
sented by our exports, re-cxports and 
iniports was Jess than 2 per cent. more 
than in’ 1913, while our tonnage in- 
creased in the same period by 6 per 
cent. The yolume of exports of United 
Kingdom produce was only 84 per cent. 
of the volume of the exports in 1913, 
and in this connection ft is worth 
pointing out that’ our export of coal in 
1913 was 73,400,000 tons, and that in 
VW t had fallen to 50,055,000 tons, a 
most serious decline of nearly 32 per 
ceng., which alone has adverscly affect- 

i a marked degree the employment 

lable for tramp-fonnage, 
Financial Causes 

Then, again, it must’be remembered 
that the merchant navies of other na- 
tions, artifelally stimulated by Govern. 
ment subsidies, havo increased in a 
Phenomenal manner since 1913, the in- 
crease representing no less than 7% 
ner cent. of their pre-war tonnage; 
while tho volume of | international 
oversens trade is a great deal lesa than 
i¢ was in 1013. The reduction ia due 
in part to financial causes, but for the 


most part to the creation of national |. 


industries, so that countries which 
formerly exported raw materlals and 
imported manufactured goods now 
*make the goods themselves, pro- 
tected by high tariffs which act os 
trade barriers, and the volume.of goods 
requiring sea transportation ig mater- 
jally ‘reduced. From the true economic 
standpoint it seems strange to find 
Governments granting subsidies to 
encourage the building of shins and at 
the same time preventing the free in- 
terchange of goods overscas by tne 
erection of trade barriers in the form 
of tariff walls, 

Another factor militating agatnst the 
employment of tramp tonnage is the 
increased carrying capacity afloat, 
which is not, however, fully represent- 
ed by ithe figures of increased tonnage, 
Ships are not only larger in size; they 
make quicker passages. They are of 
& greater average speed than {n 1918 
and added to this ‘fact is the increased 
facilities for loading and discharging, 
which shortens the time in port. Ie it 
any wonder that there has been 9 
movement to transform tramp services 
into liner services? But if wo are to 
maintain our premfer position as world 
carriers we cannot afford to dispense 
with our tramp services, and it be 
comes a question for consideration as 
to how we can best meet the world’s 
needs, in thia direction, : 

y Too Large? . 

Some time ago there was not a suf: 
ficient number of small tramp steam: 
ers available for the particular demand 
of the moment, and {t raised discus. 
sion as. to whether we were not build: 
ing tramp steamers, on: the average, 
too large for the potential needs of 
trade. It {s generally accepted that 
steamers up to 6,000 tons gross repre. 
sent the tramp group. We have over 
9,500,000 tona gross of such tonnage 
on the register, of which about 
onc-half represents ships under 
,3,000° tons gross. The rest form 
the group most sulted for world 
tramp services, with cargo capacity, 
say, from 6,000 tons to 8,000 tons dead: 
weight. It is noteworthy, however, 
that while the steamers between 3,000 
tons grogs and 6,000 tons gross repre- 
sent a total tonnage of about 4,900,000 
tons, those between 5,000 tons gross 
and 7,000 tons gross represent a total 
tonnage of about 6,000,000 tons, rang. 
ing in carrying. capacity from about 
8.900 tons to 12,000 ‘tons deadweight; 
and jt Is in this Iatter group that de. 
velopments in speed,‘ etc. have been 
principally mada“. 

Useful: Work 

It is well known that in tho past

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FLYING CLUB 
PROGRESS 


RECORD OF NATIONAL FLYING 
SERVICES 


ENTHUSIASM 


GROWING 


Remarkable evidence of the grow- 
ing enthusiasm for flying ag a sport 
is given by some figures just issued 
by National Flying Services cover- 
ing the first few, months working of 
the National Flying Services Clubs. 

‘Since the Hanworth Club opened 
on August 31 there has been a con- 
tinuous influx of new, members. 
The Club now has over 600 mem- 
bers, and 145 have already . been 
taken up for instruction, Out of 
these, 53 have been trained to the 
point of flying “solo.” of whom 35 
have secured thelr "A" licences ag 
Lprivate pilots. 

The oncoming of Winter has done 
nothing to damp the ardour of the 
members to get into the air. The 
flying carried out in the course of 
the past eleven weeks amounts to 
1,446 hours, a total surpassing that 


‘\of many an Air Force Squadron and 


far' exceeding the record of any 
other flying club. 

An equal keenness for flying is 
shown at flying centres all over the 
country. The Hull Aero Club, 
which was started by National Fly- 
ing Services on October 11, succecd- 
ed in flying « total of 87 hours dur- 
in its first month, despite inter- 
ruptions caused by bad weather. 
|The Nottingham Club which is 
working with one machine lent to it 
by N.FS., flew 65 hours in Septem- 
ber and 45 hours in October. With 
its excellent new aerodrome at 
Tollerton, provided by the Notting- 
ham Corporation, it is ono of the 
most flourishing infants in the fly- 
ing club werld. ‘ 

At Reading, the Berks, Bucks and 
Oxon Aeroplanc Club © started 
active flying with ‘one machine on 
September 23,.and proceeded to dis- 
play its vitality by flying 81 houra 
up tothe end of October, and 
adding another 30 hours by 
November 12. . Much of this flying 
was done with a machine belonging 
to Hanworth which was flown to 
Reading and back every day. 

Finally, the Yorkshire Aeroplane 
Club, which joined forces with 
National Flying Services, on Octo- 
ber 15, flew 49 houra up to the end 
of the month and raised its 
score to approximately 80 hours by 
Novembér 16, 


| The National Flying Services 
fleet ‘has now completed 2,250 hours 
of flying—for the most part in- 
structional . flying — without the 
slightest injury being suffered by 
any pupil, 26 aircraft carrying 
the emblem of National Flying Ser- 
vices, Ltd, are now in commission, 
and this number will be substantial- 
ly increased aa deliverles are made 
of the Desoutter  three-seater 
“Sports Coupe,” and the Blackburn 
“Bluebird” machines.

IS HIDEOUS — 


HINA has been more taan once 

alluded to as “Topay-Turvy i 
Land;” but one Httle country place 
of that vast republic lying not 
many miles distant from the city 
of Canton Is, to the Chinese mind, 
the world-upside down. . 

Its womenfolk look upon mar- 
riage as a hideous ciistom and vast 
numbers refuse flatly to live with 
their husbands after marrying. 
Hundreds upon hundreds © of 
maidens chose females for 
“spouses,” and many liye with these 
“life companions” until death 
breaks up the relationship. 

A peculjar economic condition 
has given rise to this distorted 
notion that to go through life tied 
down to a home and family is-all 
wrong. For these are the women 
of the country of Suntak, the great | 
mulberry-producing belt of the 
Kwangtung province, where most of 
the silk filatures of the south-land 
are to be found. 


Why Forfeit Independence? 


Unreeling silk-from the cocoon is 
essentinily a woman's job; and the 
Suntak women have a monopoly 
of the industry. They make good 
money, and hence need not be dev 
pendent upon a soul for their sup. 
port. Infact, most of them not only 
earn a wage that enables them to 
live well themselves, but makes it 
possiole for them to be the main 
support of their parents. 

Why should they bow to the over- 
lordship of a mother-in-law a3, 
under Chinese cestom, a married 
woman must, they argue? Why 
should they assume the great 're- 


sponsibilities of | mothorhood ? 
Why should one forfeit her inde 
pendence, give up a “career,” be a 
drudge for a mero man, adding to 
his happiness, while. she. herself 
must pine away, and live a life of 
sorrow and misery. 

An average wage of 80 conts:a 
day haa decided the issue against 
the marriage relationship. This 
‘state of mind has given rise to the 
practice of women finding each an- 
other of her ‘sex similarly-minded, 
and entering into compacts where.

A WAR WITH AMERICA

themselves to be our immediate 
enemies in’ Manchuria and in 
China, 

‘Stalin ‘was even more brief. 
My object would be to hinder, by | 
hook or by crook, Japan and Bri- 
from following a common 
policy in China, at the moment 
when the revolution of the pro- 
letariat was to be triumphant. 1 
found Kopp, the Ambassador at 
Tokyo, expected his recall; this 
made him very pessimistic. 

Stirring up Revolution 

"We have a scheme for the Far 
East,” he said, “which must be 
developed by every means. All 
our diplomatists must seek to stir 
up the revolution in China, mak- 
ing it more and more radical in 
nature, so that finally overything 
which is English will bé driven 
out of the country. Thus we shall 
succeed in establishing a direct 
menace to India. But China is 
not yet ripe even for a bourgeois 
democracy; and Stalin , wants to 
have a Sovict revolution here! 

“He docs not understand that 
an upheaval of the Chinese 
masses would be dangerous not 
only to the British, but to the 
Jananesn and the Ame‘icans aa | 
well. | Naturally, the Japanese 
will not help the British to pro- | 
tect their interests, There are, 
however, purely Japanese interests 
which Tokyo will .defend to tha 
bitter end, both in Central China 
and on the other side of the Great 
Walk” ; 

Some cays Inter Koop departed 
for Moscow. Ina safe jn his 
office I found a file containing 
‘despatches from Stalin and letters 
from Litvinoff to Kopp. This file 
made my hair stand on end; .s0 
clearly did ft reflect a violent 
conflict between the Political 
Bureau and the Department of 
Foreign Affairs, :

Litvinoff ‘told Kopp that he 
should, through Japan's inter- 
vention, upset a3 much as pos- 
sible the policy of Karakhan— 
“thig new Rasputin attached. to 
Stalin’s person.” Litvinoff urged 
Kopp to set the Japanese Press 
ayninst, Karakhan, in the ‘hope 
that if the threats from this 
quarter became sufficiently definite 
Stalin would take frigkt and con-| 
sent to-recall Karakhan. 

My first impulse was to take 
train back to Moscow, so disgust. 
ed was I by the viluness of the 
contents of this file. I knew ‘that 
Litvinoff hated Karakhun, and 
thut it was to ruin him that he 
had restored ta such unparalleled 
intrigues. But in the end reason 
triumphed; by"some strange coin- 
LitMrioff favoured a 
policy identical with my- own— 
the policy of non-ipteryention in 
Chinese nffairs.. I was resign- 
Giles se else. encie 
‘ - A Treaty with Japan 

The revolution in China pursu- 
ed its course. In the autumn of 
1926 T received a despatch from 
the Political Bureau instructing 
me to conclude with the Japanese 
a treaty of non-aggression and 
arbitration similar to the one 
which the Soviet had just signed 
with. Germany. 

T replied with a despatch point- 
ing out that overtures of this 
kind required plenty of time, and 
an enormous. amount of work 
was needed for technical ‘prelimin- 
aries. Japan being ‘a member of 
the League of Nations and allied 
with many of her immediate 
neighbours, it was impossible for 


‘her to sign n treaty of non- 


Aygression at a day's notice. 

By way of anawer the Political 
Bureau informed me that the 
Chinese revolution would be 
“Sovictised” in a few weeks’ 
time, and that it wns necessary 
at all costa to forestall the Japan- 
ese reaction, which would certain- 
ly be directed against Moscow, 

After some conversations with 
the German Ambassador at Tokyo, 
Dr, Solf, and with Herr von 
Borch, the Counsellor to the Em: 
bassy at Tokyo (now the Minister 
in China), 1 again telegraphed to 
Moscow, saying that the mission 
with which I wag charged was 


utterly impossible to carry out, vat 
any rate for the moment. Stalin 
sent me a personal reply worthy 
of an hysterical woman. He de- 
clared .that the signing of a 
trenty—"no matter what sodrt!’"— 
was an absolute necessity. This 
treaty was, if. the need’ arose, to 
be capable of interpretation as. 
“a mutual renunclation of inter. 
vention In China.” 


Stalin’s Injunctions | 


A further despatch on my part 
informed Stalin that I had been 
to the Japanese Foreign Minister 
(which I had not even deemed it 
necessary to do), and that the 
Japanese Government had not res 
plied to my overtures, Stalin 
then sent me a long despatch re- 
iterating his injunctions, 

. The then Asglatant Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, M. Debuchi (now 
the Ambassador at’ Washington) 
. Was'so ‘astonished at :my applica- 
tion that for a.long'time he would 
not even. take it serfously, .. He 
explained ‘to’ me ‘the technical 
-dificulties” which ‘attended’ ‘the’ 
signature’ vf ‘such a trégty—difi-.

The “Sovietisation” of the!Ch 
ede Revolution took ita courae, 
Thanks’ to this “Sovietiaation,” 
our influence “In .China waned, 
and the Kuomintang became more 
and more hostile to Moscow.

Debucht’ spoke with a strange In- 
aistence of Borodin’s activities. 
‘“Jnpan,” he said to me, “does net 
want Bolshevism in China,’ and 
we will flight Bolshevism’ to the 
finish,” 

Finally Chang Tso-lin took ad- 
vantage of the mistakes made by 
Karakhan and Borodin by prepar- 
ving for the seizure of the East- 
ernurailway, . 
“At one time Borodin had the 
Soviet officers of Chiang Kal- 
shek’s army given ordera which 
almed “at the disorganisation and 
defeat of the army, Chiang Kal- 
shek was informed .of thia plan, 
and his break with Borodin soon 
rendered the whole of Moscow's 
scheme futile. 4 

For some time faith was plac. 
ed in two “Communist” generals, 
named Ho-lun and Ye-jine, two 
rogues eacaped. from the military 
jurisdiction of Sun Chuan-fang. 
To these two Soviet dignitaries 
were sent $2,000,000 through the 
First Secretary at Tokyo, Astak- 
ho, and the Third Secretary, 
Austrin, who were despatched on 
a speclal mission to Shanghai. 1 
do not know what became of this 
money, because it was at that 
juncture that I had to leave 
Tokyo. s 

A Dismal Failure 

In my first faterview 
Stalin I explained to him the dan- 
xers which beset the Chinese 
Eastern Railway. I-told him that 
he must find some way’ of pre- 
serving, if only indirectly, our 
country’s interests in Manchuria. 
I informed him that o company 
had been created in which neu- 
trals—certain Frenchmen, for ex- 
ample—were interested. : 

Stalin was not at all perturbed, 
“The fact that we are the own- 
era of this railway,” he said, “ig 
contrary to the general policy of 
the party.” It is possible: for us 
to’ abandon the railway,' but we 
must save otr faces, .- Would it 
not be possible to sell it to the 
Japanese? That would aggravate 
the antagonism ' between Japan 
and the United States. See what 
Chicherin thinks about it.” 

Chicherin did not seem very 
Interested. “The best thing 
‘would be to sell the cursed rail- 
way,” ‘he.said, “One might get 
about $300,000,000 for it.’ That 
was all, 

Towards the end of 1928 two in- 
dividuals associated with the 
Franco-Asiatic Bank put to me 
the very proposition of which I 
had spoken to Stalin, They want- 
ed to.-turn the railway into a 
business enterprise with Soviet, 
Chinese and French capital, I 
submitted the scheme to Moscow, 
but the reply was in the negative. 

Some months later the railway 
passed into the hands of the Chin- 
ee. 

The policy of “Sovietising” the 
Chinese revolution ended in dis- 
mal failure. All the influence 
which Russia had acquired in China 
in the course of long, long years 
-has beon wiped out, 

It must not be thought; how- 
ever, that Stalin will abandon 
this {dea, which fs so precious to 
him, of the “Sovietisation” of the

SOCIETY”: 


PRINCE GEORGE AND- £30,000 
par RY ae 


WORK IN FOREIGN PORTS 


Prince George’ presided ‘over: the 
annual festival dinner of the British 
Sailors’ Society in London recently 
and said that members of his family , 
had always taken a great interest 
{In the soclety since its Inception. 
After recalling that the King when 
Prince of Wales opened the building 
which was its heddqtarters, Prince 
George said he paid a quite Informal 
visit to Limehouse a few months ago 
and gaw for himself the normal and 
ordinary routine of wellfare work 
for seamen in these great centres, 

“From what I saw at the head- 
quarters," the Prince continued, “it 
is evident that there is no part of.a 
sailor’s life in which the soctety is 
not concerned, and the motto of tho 
soclety—‘In Service for the. Sailor’ 
—seemis to mo to be accurately and 
appropriately applied. At tho 
Prince of: Wales's Hostel boys ad- 
mitted from all parts of these 
islands were being intensively 
trained for a career in the British 
Mercantile Marine. I am sorry to 
have to tell you that, owing to a 
mild epidemic in the hostel, it was 
thought unwise to bring the boye 
here to-night, otherwise you would 
have seen them as on previous 
festival occasions. My brother, the 
patron of the hostel, and whose 
name it bears, has asked me to con- 
vey his sympathy, together with 
his good wishes for the speedy re- 
covery of the unfortunate sufferers. 

“At the Empire Memorial Hoste) 
1 was delighted to find how effective 
the provision is for the large num: 
ber of seafarers that:} saw there, 
though I can well realize how Breat 
is the need for the extension achemo 
which is now being ‘undertaken, 
Thirteen thousand pounds has been 
collected, but £30,000 ‘Is required, 
and in congratulating Mr. Cazazai 
on having raised £1,500 of this sum 
through his journal, “Syren and 
Shipping,” I hope the balance will 
soon be forthcoming. It is at the 
headquarters building that the 
original minute book is kept which 


records the establishment of the 
society in 1818. This building is 
mainly a hostel for officers, many 
of whom are students at the Kinp 
Edward VII Nautical School’

Not only are: a 
ilarge number of British ships now 
equipped with the ‘society’a 
libraries, but there- is alao one in 
pevery -Hght-vedkel, and rock-light 
round the coast of England, ,., 

“The great extent of this branch 
of the society’s work surprised me 
and revealed a-feature to whick 
adequate publicity ‘has not. been 
given. The soctety his.a number 
of - sailors’ orphan sons at’ the 
Homes for Little Boys at Farning- 
ham; it is responsibla‘for.a remark. 
able and comprehensive scheme of 
welfare, relief, and samaritan work 
by which distressed ‘seamen and 
their dependants, and. the families 
of deccased seamen, are assisted. - 


“Throughout the: world, homes |- 


and .rests to’ suit locat”needs, and 
staffed by experienced ‘and devoted 
chaplains, missionaries, and other 
workers, are to be found, and, as a 
aailor, I wish to testify publicly to 
the great Value’ of these -well- 
‘organized institutions, which mean 
much more to the sailor than can 
easily be imagined.

: Mrs. Snowden's Appeal 

Mrs. Philip Snowden, in making: 
an appeal on behalf of the society, 
said that thera waa ample scope 
for na very considerable enlargement 
of its splendid and humanitarian 
work in all parta of the Empire and 
the world. A large sum of money 
was wanted for an extension of the 
society's work’ at Southampton, 
Cardiff, Plymouth, Antwerp, the 
Federated Malay States, and other 
Blaces, At the Port of London 
alone, with its 82 miles of docks, 
between 2,000 and 3,000 sallora ar- 
rived every day who had no homes 
to go to. They came ashore from 
the severe and testing life of tho 
ocean, generally with thelr pocketa | 
well filled with monsy, and they 
wants friendliness, affection, and 
comradeship, and something of the 
Joy of life.

LORD HARRINGTON 


A Hunting Field 
Fatality 


“The Earl of Harrington was kili- 
ed while hunting with his own 
pack of hounds at Holbrook, Derby- 
shire. , ' 

At the top of a hill his horse had 
jumped a wall and was then faced 
by a gate. The horse ‘slipped, Lord 
Harrington was thrown, and the 
horse rolled on him, He received 
head injuriea from which he dled 
within half-an-hour. . 

Mrs, Wheeler, in whose house, 


Notherlea, Holbrock, Lord Harring- 
ton died, described the accident. 
* “The hunt,” she sald, “started 
from outside our house. They 
quickly started a fox, and were cir- 
cling round in its wake, The ac- 
cident happened at a corner of Hol- 
brook Hall Park, three-quarters of 
an hour after the hunt had atarted. 
“The trail led up a steep hill, and 
when just at the top and about to 


take a high juntp, Lord Harring- 


ton’s horse slipped. It failed to 
clear the jump, and threw Lord 
Harrington heavily on to the other 
side, and then fell partly on top of 
him, injuring his head. It was all 
over in a second. 

“With Lord ‘Harrington were 
Lady Harrington, his sister-in-law 
(Mrs. Seatén), and Major Phillipa, 

“Members of the hunt picked up 
Lord Harrington and brought him 
here. He was semi-consclous, but 
recognised Lady Harrington, who 
was with him at the end.” 

The body was later removed to 
Elvaston Castle. 

The Ear] of Harrington was born 
on October 9, 1887, and succeeded 
to the earldom only twelve montha 
ago on the death of his father. He 
was the tenth holder of the title, 
His son, Viscount Petersham, is 
seven years of age. 

Lord Hartington. served in the 
16th Hussars, and at: the time of 
his death was Captain and Brevet- 
Major of the Reserve of Officers. 
He married, in 1919, the second 
daughter of Major H. H. D. Seaton, 
of Bulford, Salisbury. There were 
two children, but the first, Charles, 
lived only four days.

Explorers Film Making |

Mr. and Mrs, Martin Johnson, the 
American. explorers, whose new 
film “Across the World” will be re- 
leased early next year, are’ about 
to set out again on a new adventure 
to Africa, to make film and sound 
records of wild animal life, and to 
study closely a wonderful race of 
pigmies in the hitherto unexplored 
forest of Itura. They arrived in 
England in the “Leviathan.” 
Their equipment includes a new 
natural colour process of photo- 
graphy which will be “tried out" 
for the first time and from which 
good results are anticipated. 

Mr, Johnson, in an interview, 
said that the pigmies were the mast 
remarkable race he had ever seen. 

“We don't know how numerous 
they are,” he said. “We had only 
a short experience of them before, 
and we think {t worth while living 
among them for an extended period. 

“The Etura Forest, for some, -a8 
yet, undiscovered reason, appears 
to be the home not only of these 
amatl people but of pigmy 
elephants, and other wild animals 
in miniature, One of our aims will 
be to discover why this area should 
contain 80 many examples of life in 
miniature. 

“We shall also try to photograph 
the Okapi, an animal which, at. first 
sight, looks Ilke a cross between a 
giraffe and a zebra, although it ia 
totally different from both.” 

Mr, and Mrs, Johnson have been 
travelling and photographing wild 
life for twenty years, since thelr 
honeymoon, and Mrs. Johnaon is a 
good shot. Their home is in 
Nairobi. 

A German experimentalist, says 
Reuter, has reduced to figures the 
very indefinite period of time known 
as “the twinkling of an eye.” This 
he determined by means of a photo- 
graphic record, and the period is 
two-fifths of a second.

CHANGED MIND TWICE | 


Before Mr. Juatice Talbot and a 
common jury,.in the King’s Bench 
Division, Mrs. Dora Mabel Evelyn 
Miller, of} Clarendon Buildings, 
Balderton Street, London, brought 
an action for breach of promise of 
marriage against’ Dr. John Martin, 
of Loring Road, Whetstone, Middle- 
SOX, 

Sergeant Sullivan, K.C., for the 
plaintiff, sald that in March, 1927, 
a breach of promise action was 
brought by Mrs, Miller, but that was 
compromised, the dofendant agree- 
ing as one of tha terms of settlement 
that he would marry Mrs. Miller 
within nine months of the order of 
the Court, which was dated Decem- 
ber 2, 1927, 

In June, 1928, Dr. Martin wrote 
an absolute refusal, ‘ 

Marriage is Impossible 

“Marriage between us is impos- 
sible,” the letter stated. “I would 
sweep the streets first. I shall re- 
main a bachelor always, for you have 
taught me a horrible lesson. I 
never: want to see you again. © It 
would mean a horrible scene, and 
only unpleasantness would result.” 

There was a postscript sald Sergt. 
Sullivan, which read:—"I mean all 
this. ~ Be a woman; act like 
woman; write to me like a woman, 
I shall forgive perhaps, but, marry 
you—never, never, never.” 

Mrs, Miller, in evidence, stated 
that she had been introduced to 
many people as Dr, Martin’s wife, 
and It was a matter of the greatest

Dr. Martin, in the -witness-bux, 
was asked about his feelings at the 
time of the first case. He loved 
Mrs, Miller profoundly, . but 
told her that he wanted still a spell 
of completo quietude before heir 
marriage. “She was saying the most 
unthinkable things,” he added, “and 
I sald I did not want divorce after- 
wards. I thought I would give her 
a chance.

The rapid development of the

So 
coachwork began to be ‘made up on 
iigged patterns and turned out by 
machines in larger numbers and 
very rapidly. 5 

With this development a much

When Viscosity Must be Considered 
Viscoaity is an especial factor 
where. enclosed crankcase, high 
speed machines of the wet compres- 
sion type are involved. As a rile, 
oila should be used which will 
stand considerable churning in the 
presence of the refrigerant and a 
certain amount of water vapour. 
The one of] lubricates the entire 
machine, As a result, it must be 


capable of serving both the cylin-, 


ders and bearings. It should not 
emulsify to any great extent, for 
thia might result in clogging of the

The physical condition of the 
valves, piston rings and stuffing 
boxes must always be considered in 
deciding upon the viscosity of ofl 
to use. 

Practically a important as ita 
lubricating properties will be the 
seal and compression - forming 
ability. If the cylinder wall and 
moving parts are in first-class con- 
dition, a straight mineral oil of ap- 
proximately 200 seconds Saybolt 
viscosity at 100 degrees Fahr. will 
be suitable. 

The more worn.and scored the 
cylinder walls-and rings, naturally 
the higher must be the viscosity, 
commensurate with tho pour test, 
to maintain the requisite seal and 
degree of compression. Usually an 
oil having a viscosity of 300 seconds 
Saybolt at 100 degrees Fahy. will 
be satisfactory in this event, 

Horizontal compressor cylindera 
will have a greater tendency to 
wear out of round than those of 
vertical machines, Therefore, such 
compressors will, in general, re- 
quire a somewhat heavier lubricant. 
Tt is not advisable, however, to.at- 
tempt to compensate for wear by 
increasing the viscosity too much, 
due to the possibility of emulsifica- 
tion, and contamination of the re- 
frigerant, ae 

Oil Supply Must bo Controlled 

Wherever an excess: of af] may 
find its way to the evaporating or 
cooling side of a refrigerating 
system, certain detriments will be 
involved, as have already been men- 
tioned. : 

In this connection, {t is interest- 
ing to discuss the means whereby 
this is normally prevented by use 
of an ofl separator. - : 

How the Separator Function: 

The actua} function of the off 
separator is to remove any particles 
of oll from the refrigerant while 
this latter is in gaseous form, after 
{t has left the compressor, The 
larger the oil particles, of course, 
the more effective will be the 
separator. It should, therefore, be 
located so aa ‘to parmit of adequate 
precipitation of the oil within the 
ammonia gag. : 

The capacity of any. separator 
should be ample go that the velocity 
of the gas passing through ‘will not 
be too high. But wa must: realize 
that any excessive lubricant fed. to 
the compressor will tend to: impose 
a heavy load upon the oll separator. 

Location and Installation ...” 

The manner of ‘location ‘of the 
oil separator ‘or trap is decidedly 
important.. In general, it should be 
placed between the discharge of the 
compressor ‘and the polnt of entry 
of ‘the gas into the condenser. «

How the Ol! Lantern Functions 
In some types of machines a hol- 
low space or “oil lantern” is located

jing. This apace surrounds the rod 
and fa filled with ofl, It not only 
serves a3 a geal to prevent. loss or 
leakage of ammonia, but aldo ps an 
effective means ' for ‘piston rod 
lubrication. . 4 
Lubricant is usually fed to the 
“oll lantern” by means of a hand or 
automatic pressure o!] pump. , 
‘Where the piston rod is efficiently 
lubricated, its surface will have a 
smooth gloss and be covered with 
ia light film of ofl; there will be 
jo indicatlon of overheating, and 
a relatively perfect seal will be

i In some. types of double-acting 
machines, the “oil lantern” serves 
also as o means of Introducing the 
lubricant to the compressor cylin- 
der by allowing it to work past the 
piston rod packing, There is’ an 
added advantage to this methad’ in 
that certain grades 2 packing, 
which might be reacted upon by 
ammonia gas, will be protected by

More usual practice ‘in cylinder 
lubrication, however, ia to design 
compressors for pressure lubrica- 
tion, using w positive ofl pump or 
force-feed lubricator which.,: is 
driven from the reciprocating 
mechaniam through a suitable con- 
nection. nt 
Force-feed . lubrication is ad- 
vantageous in that the amount of 
lubricant supplied to the compres- 
sor is dependent upon the speed of 
opexation. It is, therefore, depend- 
able, economical and requiaite of 
Httle attention on the part of the 
engineer, excepting when {t -is 
necessary to refilt the lubricator. 
Thus, by careful adjustment and 
correction, ft ia possibla ‘to feed & 
definite quantity of ‘lubricant at 
each stroke and at just the right

Reclaiming Compressor Oils 
. It is practicable to reclaim oil 
from an ammonia compression 
syatem by installing an ammonia
